The Stop at Greenville. 

As early as 2 o'clock this morning to- 
day's demonstrations were begun. At that 
bour the train reached Greenville, S. C., 
and there Governor Tillman, of South Car- 
lina. aceompanied by Colonel Capers of 
his staff and Adjutant General Hugh L. 
Farley, joined the party. Governor Till- 
nan will continue the journey to Richmond 
aud. will serve as one of the pallbearers 
at the reinterment of the remains.

At Greensboro Mayor Barringer called 
upon Miss Davis in her car and preseuted 
a beautiful floral offering, making a brief 
address, to which she replied in fitting terms, 

mscorted by Mayor Ellyson, Miss Davis 
went to the rear platform of the car ‘and 
shook hands with hundreds of persons 
who pressed forward eagerly to where she 
stood. ‘The people were allowed to view the 
casket and decorations through the windows, 
as the doors of the funeral car were \not 
opened, 

The escorf™ has shown the peopte every 
courtesy in admitting them to the car, but 
it was found that the handsome decorations 
suffered so much at the hands of the relic 
hunters that it was deemed best not to 
open:the car again. Persons as they passed 
by would cut or snatch a flower here or 
there without regard to the damage done aud 
thinking only of securing some keepsake. 
It was, therefore, deemed best to keep the 
car closel. 

Along the Line to Raleigh. 

At Durham, N. C., a militia company 
drawn up at the depot saluted the train. 
The flags were displayed half mast and 
tied with crepe. 
school children, each bearing a flower for 
the casket, marched down to the train. 
The factory hands all left their work benches 
and grouped themselves along the -track. 

At several points during the rin to Ra- 
leigh, the capital of North Carolina, there 
were demonstrations, but the train passed 
by without stopping. 

Raleigh was reached a few minutes after 
1 o'clock. and it seemed as if the whole of 
the city’s population had turned out to do 
honor to the distinguished dead. 

The mayor of Raleigh and the adjutant 
general of the state received the train xt 
the depot and welcomed the escort. rhe 
casket was placed upon the funeral car. 
This was an elaborate affair. A caisson 
fitted with a platform above which, supported 
on four pillars was a dome-shaped canopy. 


The whole structure Was | 
black cloth trimmed with white fringe 
and at each corner of the platform — 
low the casket sat a brigh 


faced, golden-haired girl, dressed in white 
and holding in her hand a confederate flag. 
Its folds gathered up with crepe. Six black 
horses drew the ear, driven by James Jones, 
formerly a servant of the Davis family. 
The pallbearers were Messrs. J. Wile; 
Jones, S. W. Walker, N. P. Mosely, J. R. 
Recers, R. A. Bradley and J. O. Hludson. 
The line of march was quickly formed. 
the following organizations taking part in 
the parade: The (Jovernor's Guard, as 
military escort: the State Confederate Vet- 
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eraus’ Association; Wake County Confeder- 
ate Veterans’ Association and ex-confed- 
erate soidiers generally; the visiting escort 
of confederate vetermanthe North Carolina 
escort, officers and éx-officers of the state 
government, county and city -offielals and 
chamber of commerce, the schools, the [a- 
dies’ Monumental and Memorial Associa- 
tion ani the citizens generally. 

Mr. Thomas S. “Kenan was grand mar- 
shal. The reute was through Martin and 
Fayetteville streets to the capitol, where 
the ceremonies were held. The stores were 
generally closed and many of the buildings 
along the streets were draped in mourning. 

During the transfer of the casket the 
bells on the municipal buildings and the 
churches were tolled. 

The North Carolina escort was composed 
of General R. F. Hoke, Captain S. A. 
Ashe, Captain M. W. Page, Mr. G. M. Al- 
len and Dr. W. BR. Capehart. 

Near the capitol the procession was met 
by Governor Carr and staff. Reaching the 
vapitol the casket was taken from the fu- 
neral ear and borne into the rotunda, which 
kad been handsomely decorated for its re- 
ception. In the center of the great cireular 
snace the bier had been placed. Its sides 
vere covered with black cloth, and this was 
hidden by a profusian of choice eut flowers 
banked up around it. At, tbe head of the 
bier was a broken shaft supporting a floral 
confederate * flag over whith the words, 
“North Carolina” were worked ni purple. 
Below was a pillow of green leaves bearing 
the name “Davis” in white flowers. There 
was also a handsome desigu of the gates 
jar and a confederate shield in bright 
flowers. The hallway, doorway, arches and 
pillars of the.rotunda were all draped in 
mourning and the Independent Light. In- 
fantry stood guard around the casket. 

Exercises at the Capitol. 

The exercises at the eapitol were deeply 
impressive. A choir of seventy-five voices 
sang Plevel’s ‘hymn, “How Sleep the 
Brave.” .Chaplain.Marsball offered prayer, 
and the choir sang O’Hara’s stirring ode. 
As the casket was placed ypon the cata- 
falque under the great dome of the rotunda 
a quartet choir standing above sang “Asleep 
fn Jesus” in a remarkably impressive man- 
nef. , P e 
This ended, the doors were opened and a 
stendy stream of people flowed through the 
building for nearly two hours. Veterans 
from half a dozen states, ladies and chil- 
dren and colored people swept incessantly 
by. Hiundreds of them took flowers from 
the thass which covered the’ catafalque and 
bors them away as souvenirs. At no point 
have the floral offerings been more profuse 
or beautiful than here. The state gave 
one which was place’? on a pedestal at the 
head of the casket, this being a Broken pil- 
lar against which leaned a confederate 
battle flag in. roses, clematis and 
jassamine.

AND MAKES A PREPTY LITTLE SPEECH

New York, May 30.—(Special.)—The In- 
fanta Eulalie arose early this morning and 
prepared fot a busy day. It had been ar- 
ranged that she should have her photograph 
taken and should also go up to Riverside 
park and place a wreath of flowers on the 
tomb of General Grant. The princess took 
her chocolate and roll in bed and almost 
immediately afterward began to make her 
preparations for carrying out her piaas 
for the day. It was 9:15 o’clock when the 
infanta was ready to make the start from 
the Savoy. The usual crowd was about 
the hotel waiting to catch a glimpse of hér 
royal highness, 

At 9:20 o'clock the princess and her suite 
appeared at the side entrance to the Savoy. 
The crowd cheered’ on the appearance of 
the princess and she smilingly bowed her 
acknowledgement of the greeting. Car- 
riages were in waiting and the infunta and 
her party took seats in them and in a few 
minutes were rolling down Fifth avenue to 
a% photographer’s. In a separate carriage 
rode the infanta’s maid with a box contain- 
ing over $200,000 worth of jewelry. 

It was 12:30 o'clock before the party 
reached the hotel on their return home.

A score of people in car- 
rages swung into line behind those of the 
royal party. ‘The princess expressed her 
admiration of the park and was much amus-d 
in passing the mall where about five hun- 
dred boys were playing ball. The entire 
crowd stopped their game and ran across 
the field to the drive, where they stood and 
cheered as the princess passed. 

The party left the park at the Seventy- 
second street entrance and drove west to 
Riverside drive. Here the beautiful panorama 
of the Hudson spread ont before the: royal 
visitors and the infanta exciaimed with de 
light at the view. She asked General Porter 
how high the drive is above the river gud was 
told that it ts 160 feet. She admired gev- 
eral of the fine residen¢es along the drive, 
and the drive itself. The party drove at a 
rapid pace all the way up to One hundred 
and Twenty-second street and around the 
Clermont cireie, arriving at the tomb of 
General Grant at 2:25 o'clock. The plateau 
at the tomb was black with people. The 
park police had the roadway clear and 4 
narrow passage Was Open from the drive 
to the temporary tomb. There was a clap- 
ping of hands and a waving of handker- 
chiefs and hats as the infanta appeared. 
She was dressed in a_ close-fitting gown, 
garnet in color, and made with verv little 
ornamentation. She wore a black lace 
bonnet and carrig a biack: lace parasol. 

The party walked up to the entrance of 
the tomb and were met by Mayor Gilroy 
and Park Commissioner Clausen, The 
rate to the tomb was opened and General 


Porter attempted to take in the wreath 
which had been brought with the party, 
but the infanta stopped. him and taking 


the wreath, which was three feet in diameter, 
in her own hands, carried it into the tomb 
and placed it at the head of the casket. 
The wreath was crescent-shaped with a body 
of maiden hair ferns covered with lilaes 
and with a small cluster of moss at one 
side. At one end was tied a bow of white 
satin ribbon. As the’ princess placed the 
wreath on the casket she bowed her head 
and said: very imovressively: 

“It gives me the greatest pleasure to 
pay this tribute to the memory of the great 
general.” : 

The party then returned to their carriages 
and were driven back dow Riverside drive 
and through the park to the hotel.

At 8 ‘o'clock the highways’ of 
the Savoy were crowded with 
guests bidden to the reception given 


by Commander Davis as the representative 
of the United States government. Ladies 
in their smartest afternoon toilets arrived so 
rapidly and almost to the minute named in 
the invitation that a crush was threatened. 

At 5:15 o’elock the infanta took her po- 
sition at the west end of the private re- 
ception rooms adjoining her apariments on 
the second floor, The prince stood at her 
right and the Marquise Arco Hermo at 
het left. Next to the marquise was the 
Duke de Tamammes. <Arturio Baldasano, 
the Spanish consul general, in full uniform, 
stood .next. Commander Davis stood at 
Prince Antoine’s right. 

The infanta wore a white satin princess 
gown with\a white lace yoke and a demi- 
train. Wipe lace was draped over the 
full sleeve? and there was a ftlounce at the 


bottom of the dress. She wore ho orna- 
ments except a diamond brooch. Her 


gloves were light tan jin color. The mar- 
quise was also in white and her gown was 
high at the neck and trimmed with white 
passementerie. 

The prince wore a black frock coat, white 
Waist eoat and gray trousers. Iie stovd 
to the right and slightly back of the prin- 
ceas and received but little attention. 

General James. M. Harnum presented 
the guests as they arrived. The ladies and 
gentlemen advanced through the suite of 
handsome reception rooins, made still hand- 
somer by choice flowers on the tables and 


walls, and were presented, bowing first 
to the princess and then to the prince, The 


princess shook hands only with those whom 
she remembered having met before. Af- 
ter standing and bowing for a quarter of an 
hour, she took advantage of a pause in the 
procession and sat down foun few miwtes 
The guests continued arriving and passing 
before her until a few minutes before

CIRCUS TRAIN WRECKED. 


Five Persons Killed and Ten Injured—One 
Bitten by a Lion. 

Altoona, Pa., May 30.—Walter Main’s 
cireus was wrecked on the Tyrone and 
Clearfield branch of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road at Gail station, about five miles north 
of Trrone, at 3:30 o'clock this morning. 
Xs far as can be ascertained, five persons 
were killed and ten injured. The engineer 
lost control of the train going down the 
monatain and it jumped the track when 
voing at a speed of forty miles per hour, 
throwing fourteen cars over a fourteen foot 
enmbankment. 

The most of the animals are badly hurt, 
and a number escaped to the woods, but 
were recaptured., The train is badly 
demolished. 

Those killed are William Henry, brake- 
man, of Tyrone; Frank Brain, of Annapo- 
lis; William Muterby, of East Liberty, Pa.; 
John S. Layer, of Houtsdale, Pa., and an 
unknown man called Barney.

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G'LBERT RELEASED FROM PRISON, 


The Home Secretary Pardons the Dyna- 
miter on Account of Bad Health. 

London, May 30.—James Gilbert, the dy- 
namiter, has been released from Portland 
prison. He was sentenced in 1885 to penal 
servitude for life for having caused dyna- 
mite ‘xplosions at the tower and houses of 
parliament, The departure from Portland 
Prison Was managed with such secret ob- 
servauice that it was difficult to establish 
the identity of the released convict. The 
reason for Grilbert’s release is said to be 
the breaking down of his health. Last 
week 2 man who had seen Gilbert recently 
wrote to the newspapers that Gilbert's con- 
stitution was shattered and that he was 
dying slowly, As the writer of the commn- 
meation was neither an Irish sympathizer 
nor a@ friend of Mr. Asquith, the home gec- 
retary at once ordered that a medical in- 
quiry be made. The physicians who ex- 
amined Gilbert reported that he had heart 
disease and another organic trouble, which, 
if he remained in prison, would @iuse his

ANOTHER GEORGIAN GETS A PLUM,

Washington, May 30.—(Special.)—There 
is to ,be a. change in the cabinet 
some tithe next fall. Justice Field of the 
supreme court has announced to his friends 
that he intends to resign. He has likewise 
notified Mr. Cleveland of his intention 
and the president fas tendered the position 
when it becomes vacant to Secretary of 
State Gresham. It is a well-known fact 
that Mr. Gresham has aspired to this for 
many years and, of course, he will accept. 
Then the state portfolio will be vacant, 
There is some talk of Eda J. Phelps, of 
Vermont, ex-minister to Isngland, for this, 
but it is Rll speculation. It will be several 
months before the vacancy oceurs, and it 
is more than prebidee that Mr. Cleveland 
himself has not yet determing upon a man. 
If Mr. Whitney would accept it would be 
his. 

Justice Field will go on the retired list 
at full salary, he having reached the age 
of retirement. Indeed, the justice is six- 
ty-seven years of age, seven years older 
than the age of retirement. The justice was 
one of the California °49. He was appoint- 
ed to the supreme bench by President Lin- 
ecoln in 1863 as a war democrat, largely 
for the political reason that it saved Cal- 
ifornia to the union.

Colonel Duncan Gets a Fat Flace. 

Colonel C. C. Duncan, of Perry, caught 
a fat plum today. Through the efforts of 
Judge Crisp he was made an inspector of 
Indian agencies. It is one of the best pay- 
ing of government places. The salary is 
$3,000, but there are allowances for ordi- 
nary expenses and mileage which run 
the salary up to six or seven thousand a 
year. His duties will be to travel through 
the west and make regular inspections of 
the Indian agencies. It is a decidedly 
pleasant place with light duties, good pay, 
and gives one an opportunity of seeing every 
portion of the country. Colonel Duncan 
will make a brief visit home before assum- 
ing the duties of his new Office. 

This Is the Stuff. 

Secretary Carlisle is preparing a grand 
slaughter in the republican ranks.

BRIGES DEFENDS HIMBELF. 


He Charges Dr. Lampe and Others with 
Heresy. 

Washington, May 30.—This was the seo 
ond day devoted to the actual trial of Pro- 
fessor Briggs before the general assembly 
on the charge of heresy. So far from dim- 
inishing the interest in the case seems to 
be on the increase. Notwithstanding the 
many counter attractions in connection 
with decoration day there was yet a large 
crowd early on hand at the New York ave- 
hue Presbyterian church, and when the 

uy’s session began the galleries were 
crowded as usual. When Dr. Briggs, iu 
closing his defense, solemnly challenged the 
court to judge him justly, the scene was so 
impressive that even the most unrelenting 
auti-briggs men in the assembly admitted 
that the alleged heretic had made a won- 
derfully strong presentation of his case. 
For a considerable portion of his time, he 
followed. the same iine of arguiment chat 
he used befure the New York presbytery 
With such additions as were necessary to 
make it timely and pertinent. His argu- 
ment, as he presented it, was not one that 
gave any chance for oratorical effort. It 
Was a@ carefully prepared paper which en- 
tered deeply into the intricacies of the 
case. Much of the address was taken bodi- 
ly from the defense and then Dr. Briggs 
had his friend, Dr. Brown, of Union sew- 
inary, to read for him. Dr. Bown is a 


min of fine presence and muag- 
niticent voice. While he read, 
the man whose orthodoxy is 


the great question with the Presbyte- 
rian church sat in his chair upon.the plat- 
form and took a litile needed rest. 

The day was almost devoid of anything 
like sensational features. The nearest ap- 
proach to this sort of thing, was when Dr. 
Briggs quoted a sentence from Dr. Lampe’s 
address of yesterday and characterized it 
as a rank heresy, if there was ever heresy. 

“Mr. Moderator and bretheren,” he con- 
tinued, *“‘you will have to take great care, 
unless in condemning the accused you ac- 
cuse the views of those theologians who 
have argued against me. For:1 will un- 
dertake to bring out an enormous cata- 
logue of heresies in this argument. Unless 
you take great care you will put yourself 
im a very unfortunate position, and your 
action will be hard to justify before the 
Christians of the world.” 

‘This remark, which was delivered in a 
peculiarly earnest manner and sounded 
very much like a threat, created a stir among 
the comuinissioners. A confused murmur of 
comment ran around the church. The 
point had evidently been appreciated. Con- 
tinuing Dr. Briggs said: 

“The time will eeome when no man shall 
be put in jeopardy on account of his reii- 
gious belief. The time will surely come 
when no man will be deprived of his ee 
clesiastical life by a mere majority of such 
memberg as now constitute the courts of 
the church. But, as things now are, the 
court of the presbytery of New York will 
compare faverably with any other court 
which has ‘this r had jurisdiction of 
the case, and this general assembly will 
have to take great pains to purge itself 
of any suspicion of bias, ere it can under- 
take to impart such a thing to the members 
of ‘the lower court.” 

Referring to the Spurge case, Dr. 
Briggs said that the question was before 
the assembly to decide whether Spurge, 
Newman and Martineau have, each iv 
his own way, found God ang rested on 
divine authority—Spurge on the Bible, 
Newman’ on the church, and Martineau 
on the reason. 

“For himself he would deliberately 
choose the company for a time and for 
eternity of Martineau and Newman rather 
than such loveless persons as would 
cast them out of the congregation gf the 
faithful.” 

Here again the bold words of the speak- 
er created considerable subdued comment. 
Continuing, Dr Briggs said: 

“Let me refer to a word spoken by Dr. 
Lampe yesterday. He said, if I wderstood 
him rightly, and I tried to take down his 
exact words: "We know nothing of Christ, 
save what we get in the Bible story.’ (Dr. 
Lampe, sitting directly in front of the 
speaker, nodded his head in confirmation 
of the accuracy of the quotation.) He ad- 
mits it. Are yu ready to believe that. com- 
missioner? Do we learn and’ know nothing 
of Him through the personal relations 
that we enjoy in the Lord’s supper? I 
cannot subscribe to that doctrine. It is 
rank heresy, i? ever heresy Was promul- 
gated in the history of the church. 

“Now let me call attention to another 
error made by Dr. Lampe. He said that the 
Bible was the final authority given to us 
by Jesus Christ and the apostles. Just 
think of that, brethren? Did they give os 
nothing but what we found in the books 
of the Old Testament? Dr. Lampe’s state 
ment is dreadfully wrong. 

“Another statement by Dr. Lampe in 
his argument yesterday that the faith of 
the Christian church was based solely 
upon Scripture, are you ready to accept 
that. I am not. My faith is based upon 
the Lord Christ and Him alone.”

TELL OF A MOST HORRIBLE MURDER. 


Miss Bertha Manchester Found Dead on 
the Floor, with Her Skull Crush- 
ed to a Jelly. 


Fall River, Mase., May 30.—This place 
ils in a state of intense: excitement to- 
night due to a most heinous murder. 
The victim was Miss Bertha Manchester, 
aged twenty-two years, a former student 
fn the high e«chool and a descendant of 
one of the oldest families in this section 
of New England. She was last seen alive 
when her father, accompanied by his son 
and a hired boy, left for the city this morn- 
ing. On their return, the son ran into the 
kitchen and there saw his murdered sis- 
ter lying in a pool of blood. Notifying the 
father, the police were summoned and an 
investigation .made. A bloody axe was 
found in a wood pile near the back fence. 
The examination of the body disclosed 
horrible conditions. The young girl was 
lying close to the front of the stove, where 
she had evidently dragged herself through 
pools of blood. Her right limb was drawn 

_ under the body, her clothes were partially 
drawn from her hips and her head and 
face were frightfully mutilated. 
There were four long, deep cuts on the 
back of the head and the top of the skull 
was crushed to a jeily. There were sever- 
al cuts on the face and nose and two of 
the girl's teeth were found on the floo® be- 
side her. Her loose hair was matted 
with blood and her arms and face were 
covered with it. The space in which she 
was found, measured about six by eight 
feet and the sheathing and windows all 
around it were spattered with blood. Seme 
few drops of blood were found leading 
from the kitchen to the cellar door and 
there were pools of blood on the floor of 
the cellar just beneath where the body lay. 
On searching the house, the police found 
that the girl’s bedroom had been rifled of 
some of its contents. The rifled bedroom 
Yed to the theory that robbery was the mo- 
‘tive, but although they have reached a 
s-cory as to the motive of the murder, 
they are all at sea at this hour regarding 
the identity or whereabouts of the assassin. 

The girl is said to have had no lovers 
and no motive other than robbery is ad- 
vanced. Neighbors noticed no unusual 
noise, and this is mysterious as the far- | 
mer kept several large ferocious bulldogs.

-* Movel Enterprise Which Will Be Started 
in Rockmart. 

Rockmart, Ga., May 30.—(Special.)—it 
is quite likely that Rockmart will, in a short 
time, have new mabufacturing enter- 
prise in the shape of a kindling wood fac- 
tory. Messrs. I’. B. Holegate and W. S. 
Munday, of Chattanooga, bave been in 
town this week looking out for a location 
for a kindling wood tactory. A reporter 
interviewed Mr. Munday, who stated that 
they were very inuch pleased with Rock- 
mart as a location, and ,he thought it would 
be an assured fact that the company would 
locate at this place.

A LONG WAIT AT GREENVILLE. 


Three Thousand People Waited Until Three 
O'clock in the Morning. 

Greenville; S. C., May 30—(Special.)— 
An idea of the veneration the people of 
South Carolina have for the memory of 
ex-President Davis could have been formed 
by a sight of the large crowd of citizens 
and militia who waited at the depot in this 
city from 1 to 3 o'clock this morning for the 
arrival of the funeral train on its way to 
Richmond. There were at Jeast 2,500 to 
3,000 persons, fully one-half of whom were 
ladies and children, and the weather was 
exceedingly chilly for the season, making 
the long wait very uncomfortable. The 
train was scheduled to arrive at 1 o'clock, 
but owing to unusually long stops at other 
points it did not reach here until] 2:45 
o'clock. 

As soon as the train came to a stop the 
doors of the funeral car were opened and 
the crowd passed revérently through the 
car. Many handsome floral offerings were 
contributed by the ladies of this city and 
vicinity. All the bells of the city were 
tolled, and a salute was fired by the mili- 
tary as the train, after a fifteen minutes 
stop, rolled off. 

Governor Tillman came up from Colim- 
bia and joined the escort from here. He 
will accompany the party through to Rich- 
mond and remain until the final interment 
takes place. Many members from the sur- 
vivors associations from this section of the 
old state were present to testify their- es- 
téem for their dead chieftain. 


Passing Through Spartanburg.

Governor Tillmaa Replies to an Inquiry from 
a Capitalist. 


Columbia, s. C., May 30.—(Special.)—A gea- 
tleman from the north who has some idea of 
investing $50,000 in cotton milis in this state, 
recently wrote to a South Carolinian inquir- 
ing as to the safety of investment here, he 
being doubtful on account of recent legisla- 
tion relative to cotton mills and railroads, 
together with threatened legislation of more 
stringent laws in regard to same. The north- 
erner asked for a candid reply as to “What 
is the actual trouble in South Carolina that 
legislation is antagonistic to capital; is there

This letter was shown to Governor Tillman, 
who said that the factory law now in force 
gives the factories more working time than 
8 allowed in many of the largest cottun 
manufacturing states and that the factories 
are all paying dividends. New factories are 
going up and the people do not seem to mis- 
trust the legisiature or fear the laws. He 
said that the railroad commission had nv 
more power here than elsewhere. 

“In the railroad fight the only contention 
was that there shouid not be a favred class 
of taxpayers and that there should be no 
taxpayers who could cloak themselves under

The man who is secking gold will 
find more of it in Atlanta dirt than he 
is likely to find anywhere else. If he 
has judgment and patience, the purcha- 
ser of real estate in this rising metropo- 
lis is bound to come out on top. 

Sometimes, when we have a period of 
depression, men become discouraged, 
especially the young and inexperienced, 
and make sacrifices which they regret 
afterwards. Atlanta has been .throug 
several such periods, but the owners of 
real estate who held on to their prop- 
erty have never failed to reap a golden 
harvest in the shape of increased val- 
ues when times improved. 

It must be recollected that Atlania’s 
rapid and steady growth ‘bids fair to 
continue. In 1870, about five years af- 
ter Sherman had laid the town iu «shes, 
we had a population of 21,788, with 
only four railroads. Now, we have a 
population of 102,000, by the directory, 
with eleven railroads. © The city is now 
the finest distributing point in‘the south, 
and capital and enterprise continue to 
gravitate here from every quarter. 

The story of Atlanta real estate dur- 
ing recent years reads like a romance. 
In 1879 a block of four acres out on 
Peachtree street sold for $2,500; In tSS9 
it brought over $40,000; in 1891 it sold 
for $100,000, and now it commands a 
fancy price. Three miles and a half out, 
on the same street, sixty acres sold for 
$3,000 in 1881; and in 1890 brought 
$60,000. Many lots on the edge of the 
city that sold for $10 a front foot five 
or six years. ago now bring. from $70 to 
$100 a front foot. <A chapter could be 
filled with such statistics. Central busi- 
ness property is worth three or four 
times what it was worth ten years ago, 
with few exceptions. 

Many of our wealthfest men owe their 
prosperity to their judicious investments 
in real estate, and to the fact that they 
have not been induced to sell it when 
times were dull. This is the policy. that 
wins in a growing city. A few years 
ago there was a man in a rising western 
city_who owned 160 acres of land. The 
taxes burdened him and he was tempt- 
ed to sell when money was tight. For- 
tunately, he listened to his friends, and 
held on, getting a little help here and 
there to keep him afloat. Finally, the 
increasing value of his town lots paid 
him out of debt, and he is now-a mil- 
lionaire. It is very much the same in 
‘Atlanta. We must expect occasional 
periods of depression while the world 
stands, but when men are lucky enough 
to hold something as tangible and pre- 
cious as the dirt of this Cracker City 
they have a bonanza, if they will only 
hold on with reasonable patience. 

It is unnecessary to give these point- 
ers to our old-timers—they understand 
the situation—but it may be well to ir- 
press these suggestions upon the minds 
of some of our young men who are mak- 
ing their first ventures in real estate. 
To these inexperienced investors we 
wonld say that bet+» times are coming, 
and whatever may be the pressure now, 
those who let their real estate go at a 
sacrifice will never ceasy to regret it.

1873 had none. In 1834 we cipped 
our gold coin to make if stay at home, 
and in 1853 we clipped our subsidiary 
silver cofus with a like purpose in view. 
‘Those who lift their hands in. holy 
horror and say the free coinage of sil- 
ver would drive all oar gold abraad 
and place the country on 4 silver pasis 
evidently do not understand the nature 
and power of the legislation that ‘the 
people are able to empléy to carry out 
their views. The country was on a 
silver basis until 1834, and on a gold 
basis until 1873 Yet the couatry hod 
the double standard and prospered un- 
der it. Bimetallism means the empios- 
ment of the alternating standard. Ta 
der it, when one metal becomes tempo- 
rarily too dear to fairly express the val- 
ue of the products of human labor, the 
metal that is nearest to the monetary 
unit in value takes its place, and so the 
alternating standard goes on, correct- 
ing the money standard and holding it 
to the point of least fluctuation. 

The people are.in favor of free coin- 
age; they are in favor of bimetallism; 
but we will say to The Enquirer-Sun 
in all frankness that if the issue is be- 
tween the single gold standard, ‘vhich 
is robbing the people of the profits of 
their labor by depressing prices and 
causing a decline in values—if the issue 
is between fhis standard and the silver 
standard, we are in favor of. the fatter.

While Senator Colquitt Has Trans’erred 
His Strength to Fox-Konts Still 
Stands in the Ring. 


Now that the marshalship contest is 
gver the next most interesting appoint- 
ment to the people of Atlanta is the post- 
mastership. Q@&nd it has taken an exceed- 
ingly interesting phase in the last day or 
two in that an interesting fight is prom- 
ised between Senators Gordon and Col- 
qutt, 

Senator Gordon ig outspoken in favor ‘of 
Major James H. Couper. Until a day or 
two ago the position of Senator Colquitt 
had not beem known. It is understood 
however, that he was opposed to Major 
Couper’s appointment on the ground that 
he was not sufficiently identified as a citi- 
zen of Atlanta to be postmaster. Senator 
Celquitt has been very kindly dispased to- 
ward Dr, Amos Fox and Hon. Awton 
Kontz, and was in hopes that a compro- 
mise would. be effected between these two 
well known gentlemen by which he would 
not be required to make a choice. How- 
ever, each of the gentlemen  defermmined 
to stand on their respective merits and all 
efforts to bring them together proved un- 
successful. 

It was understood yesterday that Sena- 
tor Colquitt had formally endorsed in a 
strong letter to the president the applica- 
tion of Dr. Amos Fox. 

The friends of Major Couper state that 
Senator Gordon will go from Richmond 
straight to Washington to urge the claims 
of Major Couper. Strong influences will 
be brought to bear by both applicants for 
the place. Senator Colquitt will support 
Dr. lox vigorously now that he has given 
him his endorsement. It is understood 
that he was finally induced to take this step 


through the intercession of the 
Confederate Veterans Association 
or Atianta, of which Dr. Fox is one of 


the most prominent members. In the cere- 
monies attendant upon the Davis memorial 
in Atlanta day before yesterday Senator 
Colquitt, who came to the city to mingie 
with the veterans, was thrown intimately 
with Dr. Fox's most earnest supporters. 
He took up the matter very carefully with 
them and the arguments presented to him 
were such that he concluded to no longer 
withhold his endorsement of Dr.. Fox ani 
promised him his undivided and enthusias- 
tic support. Several of the strongest_bus- 
iness men of the city have also pushed Dr. 
Fox's claims. 

The fact that Mr. Kontz has the endorse- 
ment of neither of the two senators by no 
means stops his activity as a factor in the 
race.

Ella Dickson, the wife of Henry, stepped 
into the fray, and when she made her de- 
but she held a very dangerous looking 
pistol in her hand, The pistol had a busi- 
ness like look, whieh, coupled with the an- 
gry expression of the woman’s face, was 
enough to inspire the strongest heart with 
misgivings. 

Mr. Van Winkle says he walked out very 
fast and was followed by the two negroes. 
They were very threatening in their man- 
ner and the lawyer went in search of ah 
officer. The belligerent couple, after fol- 
lowing Mr. Van Winkle for several yards, 
also announced their intention of getting a 
policemen.

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APTER A POLICEMAN, 


Engineer Dewberry Says Officer Sigman 
Struck Himself and Wife 


WITH HIS. WINCHESTER RIFLE. 


He Prefers Charges Against the Patrol- 
man~It Grew Out of an Incident at 
the Capital—Sigman’s Denial. 


An incident of the Davis demonstration 
of Monday has already gotten into the courts, 
and so warm has beeome the feeling aroused 
over it that it is to be fully investigated 
by the board of police commissioners at their 
meeting next Monday. 

The incident occurred on the western steps 
of the state capitol Monday afternoon while 
the surging mass of humanity were trying 
to push their way into the doors to get 
a glimpse of the casket containing the «- 
president. It was witnessed by perhaps a 
half-hundred people and the investigation 
before the board will doubtless be enlivened 
by the presence of an army of witnesses 
who will be summoned to testify in the case. 

The patrolman in question is Oflicer G. 
P. Sigman and the charges of brutal con- 
duct against him are brought by Mr. B. 
I’. Dewberry, a locomotive engineer. Mr. 
Dewberry runs the Air-Line Belle on the 
Richmond and Danville and is an old en- 


gineer. 
Monday afternoon Engineer Dewberry, 
accompanied by his wite and daughter, 


went to the capitol to witness the scenes 
there. They stationed themselves on the 
capitol steps near the door through which 
the casket was carried. ‘They waited two 
hours and when the cortege finally arrived 
they were refused admittance. A line of 
policemen Was drawn up from the street 
to the capitol entrance of the door. The 
jam near the door was frightful and several 
ladies fainted. Among those who fainted 
was Mr. Dewberry’s daughter. 

When his daughter fainted Dewberry 
pressed through the crowd and reaching 
the line of policemen asked to be let through. 
Patrolinan Coogler allowed Mrs. Dewberry 
and her daughter to pass through aud Dew- 
Merry tried to tollow. He pushed against 
the othcers and Patrolman Sigman told 
him he could not go through. Dewberry 
remarked that he would go through if he 
had to fight his way. 

As to what followed two stories are told. 
Dewberry tells one which makes things look 
very black tor Patrolman Sigman, while 
tour patrolmen who were standing by ex- 
onerate that policeman by their testimony. 
Dewberry states on oath that Sigman cursed 
him violently in the presence of his wife 
and daughter and, gathering him by the 
throat with one hand, struck him over the 
head with a gun with the other. One of 
these blows with the gun hit Mrs. Dewberry 
on the shoulder, according to the sworu 
testimony of Mr. Dewberry. 

Mr. Dewberry states that his wife and 
daughter were frightened half to death 
by the disorderly and brutal behavior of 
Uificer Sigman. 

The other side of the story is very much 
brighter for Patrolman Sigman. It is 
vouched for by Patrolmen Burke, Burks, 
Wimbush and Coogler. ‘These othcers gay 
that Dewberry tried to break through the 
jine and said in a loud voice that he would 
do so if he had to fight bis way through. 
Patrolman Sigman caught him and thrust 
him backward. Several officers rushed up 
and pulled the officer and the man apart. 
The ofticers did not see Patrolman Sigman 
strike Mrs. Dewberry with the barrel of 
his gun. 

After the racket Dewberry was allowed 
to pass*throuch’ the lines with bis wife aid 
child. The loud screaming of the child 
and the sharp struggle between the officers 
and Dewberry caused several ladies- to 
faint and for a minute a panic seemed 
imminent. 

Yesterday morning Captain Manley in- 
structed Patrolmen Sigman and Burke to 
make a ease against Dewberry, which was 
done. Yesterday afternoon the case Was 
tried before Recorder Calhoun and Mr. Dew- 
berry was given a fine of S6 and costs. He 
refused to pay the fine, saying he would 
appeal it. He gave the necessary bond 
and an appeal was entered. 

After the trial Dewberry went to Chief 
Connolly and made complaint against Pa- 
trolman Sigman and asked that the matter 
he brought before the commussionets. Me 
was instructed by the chief to make affida- 
vit to his statement and it will be laid before 
the board and a case entered. Dewberry 
is very badly wrought up’ and’ denounces 
the conduct of Patrolman Sigman in un- 
measured terms. : ; 

Patrolman Sigman strongly denies using 
profane language in the presence of ladies. 
He says he did nothing except what he was 
ordered to do by his superior officers. The 
hoard of commissioners will settle the mat- 


ter.

PRESIDENT BASS HAS BEEN RE-ELECTED 


For Three Years—Some Changes That He 
Proposed and Some That Have Been 
Made—News ofthe Dayin Macon. 


Macon, Ga., May 30.—(Special.)—The 
board of trustees of Wesleyan Female col- 
lege have declined to adopt some of the rec- 
ommendations made by President Bass, 
of Wesleyan, in his annual report. If these 
recommendations had been adopted they 
would have produced a radical change iu 
the commencements of the institution. In 
this matter of commencemenuts President 
Bass desired Wesleyan to pattern after 
some of the leading female colleges of the 
north and other sections of the country. 
For instance, so The Constitution is in- 
formed by a gentleman who heard Presi- 
dent Bass’s | report, he desired no more 
sophomore and junior exhibitions at com- 
mencements, and also wished the ‘giving, of 
honors and awarding of medals abandoned. 
He desired the number of readers in the 
senior class at commencement reduced to 
eight, and these would be the only girls of 
all the classes at college to read. In years 
past every member of the senior class was 
allowed to read, but the class annually in- 
creased so gfeatly in numbers that a rule 
was made reducing the number of senior 
weacders to twelve. The board of trustees 
have declined to abolish the sophomore and 
junir exhibitions, and refused, also, to dis- 
continue honors and medals. But they 
have made one important change. The rule 
for some time has been to hold the sopho- 
more exhibition on Monday night and have 
the annual literary address and address 
awarding of medals for  elocution and 
English composition on Tuesday morning. 
Hereafter these addresses will be*® deliy- 
ered on Monday night, and the sophomore 
exhibition will be Teld on Monday morning 
@nd the junior on Tuesday morning. At the

One 
thousand fotr hundred and fourteen persons 
went from Macon, about 1.250 of whom were 
negroes. ‘The Lincoln Guards and Bibb Coun- 
ty Blues, the two military companies of Ma- 
con attended, and fired a salute over the 
graves of the federal dead. One thousand 
persons went to Andersonville from Ameri- 
cus 664 from Columbus, 500 from Montezu- 
ina. 500 from Albany aud large numbers 
from other points. Several gentlemen made ad- 
dresses, The oration of the day was delivered 
by Hon. R. W. Patterson, of Macon. Many 
flowers and flags were sent from the north, 
Macon and elsewhere to decorate the graves, 
13,702 in number.

ALL ON ACCOUNT OF WHITE CAPS. 


A Peculiar Theft in North Rome—Many 
Articles Taken from a Church—News 
in Brief and Personal Mention. 


Rome, Ga-, May 30.—(Special.)—It ap- 
pears that the white cap raid several weeks 
ago down in Cherokee county, Ala., is still 
causing trouble, and it will be some time 
before everything is settled. 

This time Sheriff Bub Dickson, of Chero- 
kee county is put under arrest. 

It will be remembered that several wreks 
ago a band of white caps raided the home 
of the Pruitts, near Center, and beat 
them unmercifully. Jt was said this was 
done because the Pruitts had reported some 
nsoufRners to the federal ofiicers. It 
follows that about fifty warrants were 
sworh out by the Pruitt brouthers for as 
many leading citizens of the locality, all 
of whom gave bond. Then followed war- 
rants against the J’ruitts for various ot- 
fenses. 

In the meantime warrants had been 
placed in the hands of Sheriff Dickson for 
parties who had moved out of his county 
aud were living in adjoining counties. He 
welt OVer and arrested tle men and 
brought them to Center. It happened 
however, that the parties thus arrested had 
been summoned to appear as Witnesses in 
the United States court and when thig be- 
came known a warrant was immediately 
sworn out, by one of the Pruitts it is said, 
for the arrest of Sheriff Dickson who was 
charged with kidnaping. The sheriff was 
then arrested by United States officers 
and carried to Birmingham and will be 
tried in the federal court there tomorrow.

One of the most unusual thefts ever 
heard of occurred in North Rome last 
night. 

A revivol is in progress at the Baptist 
church there and by some means the door 
was left unlocked after services, and dur- 
ing the night burglars entered the house 
and plundered it.

That Was the Number Secured Yesterday 


in the Stocks Case, 


PORTER STOCKS IN THE COURTROOM. 


He Is on Trial for His Life the Second 


Time—He Is Charged with the 
Murder of Alf Cassin. 


The case of the state against Porter Stocks, 
charged with the murder of Alph Cassin, was 
taken up yesterday morning in the superior 


court, 


This is the second time that Stocks has 
been placed on trial for hie life." On the first 
trial he was convicted of the charge, but 
on appealing for a 1 trial he was granted 
that privilege. The case was set for trial 
three months ago, but on account of the 
sickness of his mother it was postponed and 
set for Monday. On Monday, however, the 
case did not come up, as the superior court 
adjourned over until yesterday on agcount 
of the arrival of the body of Jefferson Davis 


in .Atlanta. 


Eleven jurors were sélected yesterday out 
of -seven panels, which was a great deal 
better than had been anticipated by the at- 
torneys for either side. At the first trial 
there were over four hundred jurors sub- 
penaed before the twelve members of the 
trial jury could be secured. The natural 
supposition was that if it took so many on 
the first trial that there would be more 
panels exhausted at the second trial, but 
euch was not the case. Eight jurors were 
secured out of the first four panels In the 
morning and in the afternoon there were 


three more taken from the remaining panels. 


Out of the eighty-four jurors thirty-four were 


qualified aecording to law, a remarkable 
showing in a case like Stocks's. The num- 
ber was cut down to eleven jurors by the de- 
fense objecting fifteen times and the state 
eight times. 

When the names of the prospective jurors 


in the Stocks case were called the name of 


John T. Stocks, Porter’s father, was drawn, 
He was served with a subpena but was ex- 
cused. 

Immediately after the seventh panel was 
finished yesterday afternoon Judge Richard 
Clark adjourned court unfil this morning, 
when a search will be made to find a twelfth 
jurer. As soon as court adjourned Judge 
Clark began to draw the names for new 
panels. As soon as a juror was selected yes- 
terday he was placed in the jury room and 
locked up. None of the eleven selected yes- 
terday will be allowed to go to their homes 
until the trial is over. They were taken to 
the Metropolitan hotel last night. 

The names of the jurors selected up to daté 
are as follows: 

J. L. Suttles, yardmaster of the East Ten- 
nessee road: Columbus Ray, machinist; J. 
W. Orr. merchant at East Point; E. L, Lang- 
ston, boiler maker at the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia road shops; George 
Beasley, a farmer; W. F. Leathers, a butcher; 
W. M. Cook. a farmer; J. R. Fincher, a 
farmer: F. H. Cawley, who lives on Savan- 
nah street: T. W. Copeland, of Buckhead dis- 
trict, and H. L. Bass. 

Three jurors were selected out of the first 
panel, two out of the second panel, one out 
of the third panel and out of the fourth 
panel were taken two. Court then adjourned 
until 2:30, as it was 1 o'clock. 

Porter Stocks and His Attorneys. 

Porter Stocks was in the courtroom all day 
yesterday. He appeared to be in good health 
and assisted his attorneys. He sat by his 
father, John T. Stocks, during the entire 
proceedings, and from time to time would 
make entries in a smal! notebook which he 
had. 

Near Porter Stocks were his uncle and his 
attorneys. The attofheys defending him are 
some of the finest lawyers in the city—Messrs, 
Arnold. Jack Slaton, John T. Glenn and Colo- 
nel W. H. Hulsey. 

On the other hand there is a fine array of 
legal talent pushing the charge of murder 
against young Stocks. Solicitor Charley Hill, 
solicitor for the state, is asssted by Mr. Wel- 
born Bray and Colonel W. C. Glenn. . 

Only two asked to be excused yesterday 
mornng and their boon was granted. One 
was a justice court constable and the other 
was an employe of the gaslight company. 
Solicitor Hill then arose to announce that the 
case first on the docket was that of the 
state against Porter Stocks, charged witb 
murder. Judge Clark then asked if the state 
was ready and the solicitor replied that it 
was. The attorneys for the defense announc- 
ed ready, also. 

Hunting Jurors in the Afternoon. 

Judge Clark called his court to order at 
2:30 yesterday afternoon to finish the work 
ef getting a jury. The fifth panel was called 
and the work was commenced. 

W. H. Albright was the first name called 
and that gentleman qualified to the satis- 
faction of the state. but for some reason the 
defense objected.. The next juror was prej- 
vdiced and was therefore not competent. 

George W. Inburne was qualified to suit the 
state, but again the defense objected. Solo- 
mon Clark was conscientiously opposed to 
capital punishment and stood aside. Wes! Sm 
Morris bad views on the same line, and 
couldn't become a juror. 

The first juror selected during the after- 
noon was F. H. Cawley, who made the ninth 
juror. James K. Polk, however, could not 
become a member of the Stocks Jury on ac- 
count of “cause."’ The next man proved to 
be acceptable to both the'state and the de- 
fense. His name was T.: W. Copeland, of 
Buckhead distriec. This exhausted the fifth 
panel. The sixth panel was less fruitful, 
as not a single juror was secured out of the 
twelve composing it. 

The sixth man of the seventh panel quali- 
fied ta the entire satisfaction of both the 
state and the defense, and he was directed 
to have himself locXe? up with the ten jurors 
who had preceded him. 

After the seveut% panel ha® “een exhausted 
court adjourned to meet again this morning, 
wifen the twelfth juror will be selected and 
the case be started in good earnest.

of THE GEORGIA WEATHER SERVICE. 


Director Park Morrill Compiles His Re- 
ports, and Telis W hat the Prospects 
of the Season Are. 


Starting in with the northwestern section 
of the state, the reports received are very 
encouraging. Iivery crop has grown raj 
idly during the past seven days, and now all 
crops are in good condition, except cotton, 
which still shows some of the bad effects of 
the previous cold weather. The most of 
the week has been warm and sunshiny. Un 
the night of the 20th a heavy wind and rain 
storm prevailed over this section. Though 
the rain fall was large, it came at the right 
time and was very beneficial. The high 
winds caused some local damage, particu- 
larly in Bartow county, where a few build- 
ings were unroofed and considerable wheat 
was blown down. Wheat is ripening and 
nearly ready to cut. Oats look well. Corn 
on uplands is all planted and up, and is at 
present being worked out. On the low lands 
some corn yet remains to be planted. Farly 
planted cotton continues to improve, though 
it is still small and generally looks rather 
poor. Late planted cotton is coming up 
nicely. 

The rainfall has been somewhat |= un- 
equally distributed in the northern counties, 
some correspondents reporting an excess, 
while others complain of an almost total 
lack of moisture. These excessive rains, 
accompanied by high winds, have, in som@ 
localities, beaten down grain and will render 
harvesting somewhat difficult. Wheat is 
unusually very good and in full head, al- 
though rust is complained of. Cotton, as a 
rule, looks unhealthy, and has poor stands 
on gray and sandy lands, but is in fair con- 
dition on red land. Chopping still contin- 
ues. Corn is doing well and is being worked 
over the second time. Peaches are in good 
condition, but many have been beaten or 
blown off the trees by heavy rains and high 
winds. Oats are in fair condition and 
promise an excellent yield. A storm of spe- 
celal severity passed over the eastern part of 
Hall county during the early morning of 
the 29th, causing much destruction to crops, 
fences and buildings. Several fatalities are 
reported. 

In the northeast section the increased heat 
of the past ‘week has greatly benefitted cot- 
ton. Although the stand is poor in many 
instances, the plants are in good, healthy 
condition. ‘Chopping is well advanced. 
Small grain, and especially oats,: were in 
need of rain until the 2Sth and 29th, when 
good rains fell. Wheat ‘and fall oats prom- 
ise a full yield. Spring oats are not so 
promising. Grain is about ready to cradle. 
Corn, while rather small for the season, 
looks healthy and is growing rapidly. ‘The 
ravages of the worms have been stayed by 
the heat and the only complaint now made 
is of moles. I’arms are in pretty good con- 
dition, weeds and grass being well under 
control, and the general farming outlook is 
SOUL. 

tiigher temperature and light showers 
have greatly improved all crops, especially 
cotton and corn, in Wesiern Georgia. Oats 
Were hever better than they now are. Huar- 
Vesting is in progress and half completed 
in some localities. Wheat is tine and nearly 
all has been harvested. Cotton chopping is 
about over. Some iew complaints are still 
received of bad stands. ‘he hot sunsbine 
and warm nights has caused most of the 
lice to leave cotton and the plant has done 
well. Corn seems to be in tine condition 
everyWhere. It has a good color, has been 
plowed the second time, and is growing 
finely, Complaints are still received of 
slight injury by budworms on bottom lands. 
Fruit, especially peaches, is still reported 
to be falling off the trees. Potato slips 
are being set out rapidly. A severe storm, 
apparently a tornado, struck Box WSpriugs, 
4 Lalbot county, on the morning of the 
2Uth, destroying crops and everything in its 
path. 

In central Georgia reports have been re 

ceived from nearly forty different locali- 
ties. Reporters in each locality have gen- 
erally described the weather of the past 
Week, and its” effect on crops, as being 
“fine,” “best of the season,” or some other 
like term or phrase which showed a general 
improvement in all vegetation. Not a sin- 
gle report was received: of any general bad 
effects. -Warm and sunshiny weather char- 
aterized the first half of the week, while 
some of the last few days have been cool 
and showery. The raintall was generally 
quite heavy, and, coming as it did wlen 
rain Was so much needed, was wery timely 
and of great benefit to all crops. Cotton iy 
doing splendidly. Chopping in upland cot- 
ton is nearly finished. This crop improved 
more during the recent Warm weather than 
at any other time this season. Now at 
some points it is “squaring” very fast. Corn 
continues to grow very Well. Most of it has 
been plowed the second time. Wheat and 
fall oats are being housed and the. yield is 
considered to be about an average, ‘Spring 
oats are generally not up to the average. 
Potatoes are doing nicely, and. so are all 
other vegetables. Melons are being daid 
by. Fruit is generally pretty good, though 
high winds have blown off manv peaches 
and plums. Some of the early varieties of 
peaches and plums are being shipped, but 
@re not extra In quality. Better ones will 
be ripe and ready for shipment soon. 
_ The past week has heenea very warm one 
in eastern Georgia. ee brought a re- 
freshing rain, which was greatly needed. 
In some localities the downpour, combined 
With the high winds, has greatly injured 
crops. The latter are generally in fine con- 
dition, but rather small in size. They have 
oe ven worked and are growing nicely. 
-tarvesting of sinall grain is in progress. 
Cotton and corn are doing well. Some 
complaints of poor stands of cotton are still 
reeeived, but it is generally in good condi- 
tion. Gardens are looking nicely. Fruit is 
dropping off the trees and a full crop can- 
pot be expected, Pear and apple trees show 
some blight and worms have been discovered 
in the peach crop.
